The Ruhr occupation and 
the Versailles treaty, however, 
make such a condition of pervi- 
tude inevitable. They perma- 
nently destroy Germany and 
European economics and threat- 
en unemployment for millions 
of German workers. 

“An imp@grtial but authorita- 
tive survey of the situation will 
readily .establish this fact and 
will in addition be able to con- 
firm that in the midst of peace, 
men and women—young and old

Doctor Says Physician

We con- 
fine ourselves to medical education 
since we believe we can with rel- 
atively large sums accemplish more

The work has been carried on 
through various channels, and in a 
number of countries besides the 
United States. Two hundred and 
twenty-six fellowships have been es- 
tablished in which students of 23 
nationalities are trained. Two sec- 
tions of the League of Nations health 
program are entirely supported by 
the Foundation, namely, those of in- 
ternagional disease reporting, and of 
the interchange of public health offi- 
cers from one country to another.”

To this audience he gave, as “a 
concrete symbol of what »public 
health twork means in the light of 
individual, governmental and inter- 
national responsibility,’’ an account 
of a successful campaign against yel- 
low fever in Guayaquil, Ecuador. 


Yellow Fever in Time or Aztecs. 


Prefacing this description, he went 
back to the earlier history of the dis- 
ease. Aztec drawings, he said, clear- 
ly recorded the existence of yellow 
fever in that early period. One hun- 
dred and fifty years ago it was most 
virulent, spreading from country to 
country through the increase of navi- 
gation. It was due to the ravages of 
yellow fever that the French army 
lost Haiti and the loss of that base of 
communication probably was re- 
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sponsible finally for Napoleon's aban- 
donment of the Louisiana Territory. 
Yellow fever has reached ports as 
far north as Portland, Me., he said, 
and in one epidemic there were 15,- 
000 deaths in Mississippi. 

About 40 years ago a Scotchman, 
Dr. Finley, advanced the theory that 
this disease, as well as malaria, was 
commmunicated by mosquitoes, but 
the theory was at that time hoote 
down. 

The speaker ridiculed in his inimi- 
table vein various methods that had 
been employed against the disease, 
among them, fumigation. 

“Fumigation,” he said, “is one of 
the pleasantest forms of publie 
health work. The lay mind is 2asily 
convinced that it must be efficacious, 
Since it is so disagreeable, just as it 
has been easy to make people believe 
in the efficacy of medicine that is 
sufficiently bitter and black. 

“Fumigation was much in vogue 
during the Spanish-American War, 
though it did not prevent the loss of 
more lives among our soldiers than 
the Spaniards could possibly have 
thought of causing by other means. 
We have come to realize the limited 
uses of fumigation.” 

He told then of the contact theory 
and its explosion after heroic volun- 
teers had enlisted to isolate them- 
selves in the clothing and in the 
habitations that had 
fevar victims. " 

‘Because they unwittingly 
screened the huts, men sat for days 
in those garments and never got yel- 
low fever nor anything like it. Then 
investigators decided to give the 
mosquito theory a trial, and it 
worked. It never has been neces- 
sary to call for a second batch of 
volunteers to be bitten by yellow 
fevergcarrying mosquitoes, so con- 
vineing was their work. 

Through continued research, it 
was determined that the female of a 
certain species of mosquito was re- 
sponsible for yellow fever, while 
another variety was the carrier of 
malaria. 

Panama Canal Problem. 

As the Panama Canal was being 
built, the speaker said, it was real- 
ized that with ships of all countries 
passing through, these diseases, al- 
ways prevalent there, were likely to 
become a world problem, (Accord- 
ingly, Surgeon-General Gorgas was 
sent with unlimited military author- 
ity to deal with the situation, which, 
as all the world knows, he did tri- 
umphantly.

“Military authority is a splendid 
thing,’’ commented Dr. Vincent. 
“But with it you undermine a more 
valuable means to the end, individ- 
ual efficiency.” He added that a 
principle of his organization is a)- 
ways to co-operate with local au- 
thorities, ‘leaving the community in 
a position to carry on the work 
themselves.

Accordingly, in 1918, Gen. Gorgas, 
then retired, and a bacteriologist, 4 
Japanese, Dr. Naguchi, were dis- 
patched to this locality in company 
with one Dr. Conner, who was com- 
missioned, as a psychologist, to deal 
with the mental attitude of the peo- 
pie. 

“We never go anywhere except at 
the invitation of a Government,” 
said Dr. Vincent, “but there are ways. 
of accelerating these invitations, and 
Dr Connor, with native Hibernian 
tact and diplomacy, proved a past 
ruaster at getting the cemmunity 
ir:to a receptive frame of mind. 


“One of his maneuvers was to per- 
suade the editors of the four news- 
papers to refrain for 30 days from 
eriticism of the expedition. 

‘First. it was arranged that need- 
ed ordinances be passed, then, more 
important Still, enforced. A squad of 
105 officers was delegated and Ca- 
jcled into most efficient action. A 
campaign of education wag entered 
ir.to, which was interesting and did 
no harm. Posters of the deadly mos- 
quito at its work became familiar to 
the populace. The great essential 
riove was toward getting control of 
the propagation of the mosquito. Her 
breeding place was known to be 
pecls of clear water. Now, the wa- 
ter supply of Guayaquil was ob- 
tained from pipes that flowed only 
one and one-half hours each day, so 
it was the practice to store the water 
from day to day in tanks, Barrels, 
any handy receptacles. 

Screens over all water receptacles 
vere ordered, the screens to be pro- 
vided at the expense of the individual 
owners of the receptacles, this to re- 
move the element of paternalism, 
and a penalty of a $50 fine was im- 
pesed upon any householder not 
having his tanks screened by a ger- 
tain date.

Instead, it 
was provided that each receptacle be 
suppliéd with a certain fish, that 
would feed upon the larvae of the 
mosquito.

The enforcement of this ordinance 
was made so strict that presently 
the authorities were kept busy re- 
sponding to requests for fish. 

“Please, our fish looks a little sick. 
Please, before it dies and we have 
to pay another fine, give vs a new 
fish,”” became a continuous appeal. 

“Well,” said Dr. Vincent, “the 
campaign was begun in October. On 
Nov. 1 we reported 81 cases of fe- 
ver. Another month elapsed and in 
another report we were cbliged to 
disclose 88 cases. With that one ed- 
itor broke loose. It was u thorough- 
ly characteristic North American 
performance, méddlesome, superfi- 
cia!, full of braggadocio, always 
promising, never fulfilling, and so on. 
And what could you expect of the 
other three editors who naa meekly 
permitted themselves to be scooped?

And in January 
we were able to report a _ decline 
in the situation to 79 cases; in Feb- 
ruary there were 37, in March 14, 
in April 2, in May none, in June

And there has not 
been another indication of yellow fe- 
ver in Guayaquil since, and the effi- 
cacy of the campaign is now attested 
to by a grateful populace.” 

Similar campaigns have been car- 
ried on against the hookworm, which 
the doctor described as a malady far 
easier to identify and control.

Cross during the war, $22,000,000 
was spent by the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, chiefly to prevent typhoid, 
and the well-nigh perfect results 
achieved, Dr. Vincent declared, were 
the greatest possible tribute to pre- 
ventive medicine.
